The N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. has pre- 
sented plans for both Savil and Water 
streets, which are objectionable to the 
people at large, as expressed at the 
citizens’ meetings. Yet the railroad 
has prepared detailed plans with es- 
timates of the cost, etc., and is ready 
to present a strong case before the 
commission with able lawyers, a 
corps of skilled engineers, and ayail- 
able funds. The railroad agents have 
had experience in other cities where 
they have abolished grade crossings, 
while Quincy and its representatives 
are entirely without experience in the 
line. 

Probably no plan will be seriously 
considered by the commission unless 
presented in detail with estimate of 
cost, etc. Therefore it devolves upon 
the representatives of the city to pre- 
sent a comprehensive plan of its +wn, 
if it is to make a _ remonstrance 
against the railroad plans. Unless a 
better plan can be presented the rail- 
road plan will undoubtedly be ac- 
cepted.

A long and important meeting of 
the Granite Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion was heid Monday evening, at 
which the recent decision of the 
National Executive Board relative to 
the Quincy situation was discussed. 
The matters submitted to this board 
were the four questions upon which 
the two local committees were unable 
to agree. 

The principal of these questions 
was in regard to the open shop. The 
finding of the National executive 
committee on the four questions was 
against the Quincy Association, and in 
the opinion of the Quincy manufac- 
turers they were stung. 

The council met in Boston last 
week, and after a session lasting 36 
hours the council in every case de- 
cided in favor of the cutters. This de- 
cision makes it impossible for the 
manufacturers to employ any cutter 
who js not a member of the union. In 
the first place, the manufacturers 
claim if this is lived up to, they 
would be liable to a suit for damages 
by refusing employment to a man 
simply because he was not a member 
of the union. 

The council that met in Boston was 
composed of William S. Alexander of 
Barre, Vt., Charles H. Rogers of Rock- 
port, and James Gourley of Westerly. 
Mr. Gourley was ill and he sent his 
son in law D. L. McLarren to repre- 
sent the manufacturers. The cutters 
were represented on the council by 
James Duncan, A. C. Smith and 
Thomas Johnson. 

It was voted before deliberations 
were commenced that a majority vote 
should rule. In every case it is 
claimed Mr, Alexander voted with the 
cutters, and therefore the Quincy 
Association was out generaled at 
every point.

In such a county as 
Berkshire, where the wild land is ex- 
tensive and the population in some 
parts sparse so that game has abund- 
ant opportunity of cover and a good) 
chance for multiplication, except for! 
hunters, there is a resentment that 
such restrictions should be proposed. 
But there was no opposition whatever 
in the House to the passage of the 
bill as far as appeared in any debate, 
and it must be concluded that there 
is a strong demand for the bill in the 
more thickly settled part of the state. 
It forbids any citizen of the United 
States, resident in Massachusetts, to 
hunt unless he is registered every 
year, paying an annual fee of $1 and 
being duly licensed. An exception is 
made in case of a man hunting on 
his own farm. These hunting scraps 
are always lively. Each side wants 
to own the earth. Each thinks that 
the other {fs pretty unreasonable, and | 
each is frank in expressing its opinion | 
of the other side. So there is likely 
to be some fun before the end of the 
scrimmage is reached. 

Still the committee on agriculture 
is struggling with the Milk conun- 
drum. They have been in executive 
session again today. Dr. Charles 
Harrington, the secretary of the state 
board of health, is their privy coun- 
sellor. They are working- toward a 
unanimous report and expect to reach 
it. They will not recommend the 
abolition of the standard entirely, as 
Gen. Charles M. Wood of Worcester 
desire. They will probably reduce the 
winter standard and give a legal sta-| 
tus to honest milk of Holsteins and 
Ayrshires, though they fall below the | 
present legal standard. The report is 
expected in a few days. 

Mr. Hobson of Palmer, for the judi- 
ciary committee, is in charge of an 
important labor bill whose fate is not 
yet settled.

Its main feature is that a 
form of agreement between an em- 
ployer and employees may be drawn 
up, whereby the employer agree to 
give compensation to employees, in 
case of damages by accident, based | 
upon the amount of wages they are!

may be submitted to the state board! 
of arbitration and conciliation, and! 
after public notice and public hear- 
ing, may be approved by the board. 
Then, if approved, the plan is ready 
for practical operation and employees 
may enter into the agreement with 
knowledge that they can have it en-! 
forced by law, if need be. Mr. Hobson 
has had charge of the adverse report 
on allowing real estate mortgages to 
have precedence over  mechanics’| 
liens, unless the latter are recorded. 
The report was made in the interest 
of mechanics and the bill was pro- 
posed in the interests of real estate 
men and savings banks. 

Indications of a profound debate! 
are seen in the reports of the taxation 


committee of two bills of radical im- 
portance. One provides that all the 
railroad, telegraph and _ telephone 


taxes on franchises shall be retained 
by the state for use the same as 
ordinary revenue. The other says 
that the franchise tax on manufactur- 
ing corporations, instead of being dis-

Mrs. N. G. Nickerson has been doing 
good work toward raising a fund for 
the Visiting Nursing work by the col- 
lection of old rubber. Barrels and 
boxes have been placed in all sec- 
tions of the city in which to deposit 
rubber and housekeepers and club 
members are asked to assist by say- 
ing old rubbers, hose, water bottles, 
etc., as every lttle counts. A barrel 
will also be placed at the clubhouse 
which should be filled on club after- 
noons,

PREVENTATIVE WORK. 


Mr. Warren F. Spalding, secretary 
of the Massachusetts Prison Associa- 
tion, spoke to the Mothers’ Association 
at Bethany Chapel, Wednesday even- 
ing, on “The New View of the Bad 
Boy.” He began with a reference to 
the old view of the juvenile offender, 
that he was a criminal, as much so as 
the adult offender, and that all legal 
processes should be the same. He was 
complained of for committing a 
crime, was “arraigned,” “convicted” 
and “punished” as a criminal. The 
record was a criminal record and 
could not be effaced. 

One of the results of considering 
him a criminal was that large num- 
bers of children were sent to jail—372 
between 12 and 17, in a single year, to 
the Suffolk county jail, with adults. 
Many of the offences were very petty. 

The new view is embodied in new 
legislation. The offence is not 
ignored, but the proceedings are not 
criminal. The boy is charged with 
being a “delinquent child,” a condi- 
tion and not an offence. He is not 
“convicted,” but “adjudged to be de- 
linquent.” The record involves no 
stigma. The powers of the court are 
substantially the same as under the 
old law, but the purposes is reclama- 
tion and not punishment. 

The new method naturally leds to 
a study of the causes of juvenile 
crime, for the juvenile offender is a 
product. Mr. Spalding enumerated 
some of the causes, prominent among 
them being bad homes, bad parents 
and bad environment. Lack of 
facilities and opportunities for play 
constitute another cause. We violate 
the laws of a boy's nature and then 
wonder that he violates our laws. A 
playground is better and cheaper than 
a policeman in preventing juvenile 
crime. 

The new law does not merely pro- 
vide a new way of doing an old thing, 
it provides for something entirely new 
—for reclamation, rather than pun- 
ishment. A boy may be* restrained 
from doing the wrong he wants to do 
by fear of punishment, but that to be 
effective must be constant, which is 
impossible. The only way to prevent 
a bad boy from doing bad things is to 
so change his character, that he will 
not want to do them. The new law 
aims to do this. 

New powers are given. Instead of a 
fine for larceny, he is to make restitu- 
tion. No boy who has committed an 
offence against the person or prop- 
erty should be released by the court 
until restitution or reparation has 
been made. They are far more effec- 
tive than fines; they teach him the 
rights of property. Parents may be 
held responsible for the delinquency 
of their children. 

But the most effective feature of 
the new law is found in the opportun- 
ity it gives for friendly supervision. 
When punishment was the aim, the 
private citizen could do little. It was 
the work of the courts. But with re- 
clamation as the aim there is work 
for volunteer helpers. The Western 
courts are far ahead of ours. They 
utilize friendly visitors as 


they are 
used in charity work, but the work 
can be undertaken only by trained 


workers who are ready to undertake 
the supervision of probationers, They 
must watch over him rather than 
watch him; get into friendly relations 
with him and win his confidence. The 
personal touch of a good man or 
woman is the only power that will 
transform a bad boy.

MILTON'S WATER RATE, 

When the annual water bills are 
distributed next week, says the Milton 
Record, householders in Milton wiil 
find that the water commissioners 
have made good the prediction con- 
tained in their annual report that on 
the first of April they would again be 
able to reduce the price of water. The 
minimum prices of the new bills are 
$14 for premises with more than one 
fixture and $7 for premises of only 
one fixture. The reductions are re- 
spectively $1 and 50 cents. 

A year ago the price was reduced 
from $16 to $15 and from $8 to $7.50. 
No change is made in the amount of 
water allowed. 

At the $14 rate the allowance is 
4,800 cubic fect or 35,904 gallons, 
which amounts to about three barrels 
ot water a day. At the $7 rate the 
allowance is 2,400 cubic feet or 17,- 
952 gallons, 

The charges for water used in ex- 
of the allowance remain the 
same. The reduction is made possible 
by various causes among them 
economical local administration and 
the new law which puts the larger 
part of the cost on a basis of con- 
sumption, 

On the records of the Metropolitan 
Water and Sewerage board Milton 
still holds the place of honor among

when they|e eighteen cities and towns in the 


district as the lowest per capita per 
day consumer of water. According 
to a statement from the board that 
was received recently by Superin- 
tendent Heffernan of the water de- 
partment, Milton’s per capita per day 
consumption during the month of 
February was only 36 gallons, eight 
lower than Malden, which was the 
second smallest water user. Milton's 
average for February was ten gal- 
lons less than the town’s average for 
the year 1907, 

Other small users of water, figured 
on a per capita per day basis, were 
Watertown, 53; Lexington, 56; Bel- 
mont, 57, and Swampscott, 69, 

Boston used the largest amount of 
water during February, its per capita 
| per day figure being 179. Chelsea was 
second with 120, Stoneham used 116 
and Winthrop 110. 

The effect of the introduction of the 
meter system in Melrose appears in 
the drop of the per capita per day 
consumption from 118 gallons during 
1907 to 102 gallons in February. 

During the month of February, Mil- 
ton used a total of 271,100 gallons 
of water a day, against 291,000 for the 
corresponding month last year. 


The Patriot notes that Quin- 
| cy is not among the heavy consumers, 
or among the small consumers which 
chiefly zesidential towns. Bos- 
ton’s per capita is on the increase, 
but under the new law her assess- 
ment was less in 1907. 

The new rate of Milton would cost 
Quincy families who use 60,000 gal- 
lons per year (the Quincy minimum) 
more than they now pay ,as $14 for 
35,904 gallons is equivalent to over 

22 for 60,000 gallons, 

It is very probable that most of the 
Milton water takers are charged for 
excess Water, so that after all their 
water rates are not less than Quincy, 
except those who scrimp.

Mayor Shea said he was present be- 
cause he was in sympathy with the 
movement, and to do what he could 
to further it. He believed we should 
show our gratitude to these men, and 
that the citizens would respond gen- 
erously. He hoped a suitable monu- 
ment would be erected. It was the 
least we could do to show our appre- 
ciation of the sacrifices these men 
made. He would assist the movement 
in any way possible. 

Ex-Mayor Sears said what we have 
now is nothing. All agree we should 
have a suitable memorial. We want to 
see a monument of Quincy granite 
with a soldier on top and in a suit- 
able place. It ought to be in City 
Square as an object which represents 
loyalty. No other place has the op- 
portunities we have in Quincy and we 
ought to get it as cheap as any place. 
We have Mr. Brooks, Mr. and Mrs. 
Kitson, and Mr. Beattie whose work 
as sculptors is favored throughout 
the country, He had no doubt tirey 
would be glad to lend their assistance. 
We also have a brass foundry. The 
thing to do is to get to the people. 
The committee could count on him for 
his part. 

Commander Williams said the idea 
of the committee was that at least 
$10,000 should be raised. It should 
be located in Quincy square. If we 
can not get it there we will locate it 
where the city has set apart a site. 

Mr. Sears said the statutes allowed 
cities to appropriate money for such 
purposes, 

John L. Miller thought we should 
have a different monument from what 
we now have. It is a disgrace to the 
city, and one would not think us a 
very patriotic city. It behoves us to 
take hold and see what can be done. 
One can not point with pride to the 
memorial we have today. If there 
was to be bronze statues they would 
soon eat up the $1u,000. A _ bronze 
statue will not cost less than $1,500 
or $2,000. He favored having the 
monument set in City Square. He had 
no doubt the money could be raised 
by united action and enthusiasm. He 
suggested a house-to-house canvass 
then the societies. Then go to the 
City Council for the balance. 

Ex-Mayor Porter spoke of the 
battlefield at Gettysburg and the 
number of men killed and wounded 
there, Fifty cents from every man, 
woman and child in Quincy will give 
us $15,000. It would seem that so 
small a sum might be raised. We 
have in our city artists capable of 
producing the best work. 

President Ralph W. Hobbs of the 
City Council said he was ready at all 
times to aid in the effort to show 
proper respect for the men who 
saved our country. He would aid in 
a house-to-house canvass. 

Clarence Burgin, treasurer of the 
Savings Bank, said he was in sym- 
pathy with the movement. This hall 
ought to be crowded. He thought a 
house-to-house canvass the best plan. 
He would do his share toward the 
amount necessary. 

Walter E. Piper, president of the 
Board of Trade, was in sympathy 
with the movement. We cannot do 
too much for the old soldiers. He 
was willing to do his share. He 
thought the house-to-house canvass a 
good scheme.

He favored a _ pedestal of 
polished Quincy granite with a heroic 
bronze statue. it will be something 
for the citizens to show as a mem- 
orial of the old soldiers. When the 
present monument was erected it was 
considered a good one. It was de- 
signed by the late Chester Mitchell 
and built by the Mitchells. The 
speaker personally cut the shaft, One 
of the names on the monument was 
his brother. lf we organize commit- 
tees in every ward we can raise the 
money, 


F. E. Williams said that when the 
first monument was erected it was a 
matter of sentiment, It seemed to 
him that the city should raise the 
money.

It 
is the law that the state shall furnish 
counsel to the accused in murder 
trials, if the accused is unable to em- 
ploy an attorney. In this case there 
was a property of about $1600 of the 
father coming to the boy. Over $1300 
was spent by the boy’s guardian for 
the defense. 

The vote on passing the resolve 
over the veto was 45 yeas to 152 nays. 

It is doubtful what comes out in the 
Blue book of anti-monopoly legisla- 
tion by the time both branches and 
the executive have had their turn at 
the complicated subject. Something 
will probably be left, but its value will 
not be great. In the first place, there 
is the anti-monopoly bill which the 
House passed without debate and 
which seems likely to go through the 
Senate. It makes illegal any com- 
bination or monopoly to restrain 
trade in any commodity of common 
use, but it has no penalty. It says 
that the attorney general shall  pro- 
ceed against such combination, but it 
is regarded as a weak Dill. Then 
there is the bill whose fate is yet 
hanging in the balance, based on the 
petition of Thomas L. Hisgen for a 
law to prevent commercial discrimi- 
nations between different localities. 
for which the support came mainly 
from indecendence league sources, 
The committee on judiciary reported 
adversely, but Mr. Coolidge of North- 
ampton, a republican, moved to sub- 
stitute a bill. He had the support of 
Mr. Griswold of Greenfield, republi- 
ean, and Mr. Murray of Boston, demo- 
crat, and the bill had a vote of 64 yeas 
to 28 nays on the question of sub- 
stitution.

| pint of canned tomatoes in an agate 
stewpan with a tiny bit of bay leaf 
and a sprig of parsley and let it sim- 
mer for fifteen minutes.

Melt two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter in a little saucepan, add to it two 
tablespoonfuls of flour, stir until bub- 
bly and pour a half cupful of warm 
milk over it. Stir until smooth and 
| creamy, then add to the milk in the 
| double boiler, Stir and cook until it 
| thickens. Rub the tomatoes through 

a sieve and when just ready to serve 
| the soup, add a quarter teaspoonful of 
soda to the tomatoes. Have the soup 
j tureen well heated, and pour the hot 
milk and tomato into the tureen and 
serve at once. 


Egg and Cress Sandwiches. Cut 
bread not too fresh in quarter-inch 
slices and with tin cutters stamp into 
diamonds, hearts or other fanciful- 
‘ shaped pieces.

TREE GROWING BOUNTY. 


There is a law on the statute books 
of Pennsylvania which ought to have 
a wide circulation. It is “An Act for 
the Encouragement of Forestry.” 

This law takes the best means pos- 
sible to encourage owners of land to 
preserve and propagate timber trees, 
for it allows a reduction of taxes to 


the owner of forest land which comes 
up to certain requirements of the 
act. 


The first man to take advantage of 
the new law an Allegany county 
farmer, Mr. Tenner of Leet township. 
Mr. Tenner has obtained from the 
county commissioners a reduction of 
$22.50 on his taxes for complying with 
the provisions of the law. 

It rather remarkable that the 
second county in the state in point 
of population should be the first to 
pay a bounty for forest preservatioa 
under the new law, but such is the 
case.—Pittsburg Cronicle-Telegraph.

ANNIVERSARY SUNDAY. 


Sunday was a happy day for the 
people of the Washington Street Con- 
gregational church at Quincy Point, 
and also for the members of the Sun- 
day school, and particularly for Rev. 
Alfred Ray Atwood, the pastor; 
Charles Sherburne, superintendent of 
the Sunday school and Rey. Leon H. 
Austin, a former pastor. 

Rey. Mr. Austin, now located at 
Roslindale, preached the anniversary 
sermon. It was not an historical ad- 
dress, but rather an inspiration from 
the text, “But, ye, brethren, be not 
weary in well doing.” He told what 
Congregationalism means, and said 
there was no prouder christian title 
than that of Congregationalist.

He 
enlarged on these three thoughts: (1) 
a splendid vision; (2) a mighty pur- 
pose, and (3) a transcendant faith. 

There was special music for the oc- 
casion, including the anthem, “I will 
greatly rejoice” and the solo by Miss 
Nina B. Gage, “Palm Branches,” all 
beautifully rendered. 

It was a pleasure to many to greet 
Rev. Mr. Austin at the close of the 
service. 

The Sunday school also celebrated 
its anniversary at 12 M. with a service 
in the auditorium, about 300 being 
present. 

The processional was a pretty fea- 
ture when nearly 100 pupils of the 
primary department marched in. The 
program was as follows: 

Supt. Sherburne in his historical 
sketch said the school was really 57 
years old at it was in Oct. 1851, 
that a Sunday School Society was 
organized, which started a Sunday 
school that year. The first superin- 
tendent was George Newcomb, a 
brother of the late Deacon Newcomb. 
The first report for 1853 showed 128 
as the whole number and 81 as the 
average attendance. The attendance 
increased to about 200 in 1861, about 
the present number. In 1888 the 
school had $177 in the bank. In 25 
years there had been but four super- 
intendents: Charles Sampson for one 
year, T. H. Newcomb for three years, 
George A. Sidelinger for four years 
and C. H. Sherburne for seventeen

LETTER FROM THE STATE HOUSE. 


Boston, April 15, 1908._ 
Senator Vahey of Middlesex is a 
democratic candidate for governor, 


| but he says that he is not pursuing 


the nomination. He is a_ receptive 
candidate, believing that he can get 
the prize if he exerts himself. He is 
serving his second year from a re- 
publican district, being elected by re- 
publican votes. The first year he ran 
as candidate on the anti-Shoe Machin- 
ery Company issue. He had _ the 
active support of Long, the republi- 
can shoe manufacturer of Framing- 
ham, in his district, who put out a 
great deal of money for him and 
brought him much republican sup- 
port. In consequence of this support, 
his name went on the ticket with the 


designation, among others, of ““‘re- 
publican independent,” though he 
was chairman of the Watertown 


democratic town committee and mem- 
ber of the democratic state commit- 
tee. This striking instance of the 
use of the word “republican,” in 
connection with a democratic candi- 
date, has aroused the republican 
majority to the evil of such a_ prac- 


‘tice, and they have put through the 
House and Senate, after much de- 
bate, and with some republican op- 


position joined with the democratic, 
a bill which will prevent a political 
candidate from using, on the Austral- 
ian ballot, the name of an opposing 
party unless he actually receives the 
nomination of that party. 

While the merger issue is_ still 
pending before the committees on 
railroads, on street railways, and on 
banks and banking, to which various 
phases of it have been referred and 
which have heard severally about 
the same matter rehearsed over and 
over again by Messrs. Lawrence and 
Brandeis, the opposing forces are try- 
ing to work up public sentiment in 
different parts of the state, as appears 
from many meetings which are re- 
ported on one side or the other. The 
anti-merger people are sending cir- 
culars to the legislators, a step which 


the merger people do not seem to 
have resorted to yet. Ex-Senator 
Lawrence of Medford, who is_ the 


principal fighter in the case, is full of 
his subject and he charges that con- 
tradictory figures are sent out by tha 
New Haven railroad on different oc- 
easions. He has a very bad opinion 
of that corporation. The anti-merger 
side still has the floor with the com- 
mittee on railroads, and will have it 
for a while longer. An evening ses- 
sion is scheduled for April 21. Evi- 
dently, if the committee gives the 
merger side equal time, as they say 
they will do, the report cannot be 
made by May 1, as has been promised. 
Indications still point to a hot con- 
test in each branch. 

Another topic on which a hot fight 
is pending is the milk standard. One 
of the committee on agriculture uses 
very unscriptural words to express 
the sort of contest he is expecting 
over the subject. The committee it- 
self has been holding repeated ses- 
sions and the issue has been whether 
the standard should be 12 per cent. of 
milk solids and 3 per cent. of fat all 
the year, or should fix, for the win- 
ter months 12.50 and 3.35 respective- 
ly. It is certain that the present 
standard will be disapproved by the 
committee in any event. Milk in- 
terests are all split up over the 
matter. 

Representative Griswold of Green- 
field did good work in the MNHouse 
Tuesday on the question of concur- 
ring with the Senate amendments to 
the pasteurized milk bill so that such 
milk, as well as heated milk, and 
superheated milk, shall be marked for 
just what it is. Representative Oliver 
of Athol had previously brought out 
the fact that sterilized milk is not 
nearly as good for young children as 
was at first supposed from its suc- 
cess in preventing summer diseases 
among the little folks. It seems that 
it causes rickets and scurvy if it is 
fed continuously, and that some 25,000 
hospital observations establish the 
fact conclusively. Messrs. Oliver and 
Griswold both favored concurrence 
with the Senate in order that these 
artificial milk products. shall be 
marked and sold for just what they 
are. The opposition took the ground 
that it would be impractical to en- 
force the law. 

After a long debate the House 
voted by 30 to 75, that it would not 
concur with the Senate amendments. 
Now the bill goes back with this 
record, and it is for the Senate either 
to recede or to insist and ask for a 
committee of conference. 

Labor men sutier defeat in the fate 
of their peaceful picketing bill. The 
committees on judiciary and labor, 
sitting joimtly, had reported against 
the proposition, with several dissen- 
ters. No debate was made in the 
House against the report, but in the 
Senate an effort was made to substi- 
tute a bill. But it failed by 11 yeas 
to 19 nays. This will keep up the 
reputation ‘of the Senate as the con- 
servative body on labor measures.

QUINCY SERVICE AT CHELSEA. 


The most conspicuous white spot 
in the black area of Chelsea today is 
|) that portion of the City saved largely 
through the efforts of the Quincy fire 
apparatus, and Quincy firemen under 
the direction of Chicf Williams of 
Quincy, bounded by Pearl, Essex, 
Hawthorne and Marginal streets. 
Their work attracted the attention of 
those who happened to be in the 
vicinity. It is shown the best on the 
map of the burned district printed by 
the Boston Journal. The Quincy 
steamer was located on Marginal 
street near the corner of Hawthorne 
street, with Capt. Charles P. Costa as 
engineer and William J. Sands of 
the Wollaston company as fireman. 
Combination 2 of Atlantic driven by 
Faxon Billings run the line from the 
steamer up the hill on Hawthorne 
to Essex street. At that time the 
north-easterly side of Essex street 
Was on fire and it seems as though 
the southwesterly side between Haw- 
thorne and Pearl was doomed. Nota 
building in this block, however, was 
burned, although the flames destroyed 
the City Hall school of stone at the 
southeast corner of Essex and Haw- 
thorne, and also the buildings at the 
other end of the block near Chelsea 
Square where the hottest fire raged 
until late in the evening. 

It was 4.45 whenthe Quincy engine 
took her stand. Nearby on Haw- 
thorne, street was the Newton 
steamer, but it became too hot for 
her hosemen and they relocated. 

Chief Williams had with him how- 
ever the best company of fire fighters 
in the city, viz: Capt. John McKenna, 
Cornelius O’Connors, Daniel Golden, 
Daniel McNiece, Thomas Leary, Miles 
Cremer, John Credon and Walter P. 
Hill, who were assisted by Charles 
Hill. 

Chief Williams was told to check 
the fire there if he could. The steam- 
er behaved beautifully under her skil- 
full engineer, playing continuously 
for four hours and 15 minutes at one 
stand, and no fire was allowed to 
come within 700 feet. A water pres- 
sure of 150 pounds was maintained. 
Not only was the entire block saved 
but Chief Williams went across Essex 
street and materially helped in sav- 
ing the large three story wooden 
carriage manufactory of Lynch Bros. 
at the corner of Essex and Pearl 
street. 

For an hour or more Quincy fire- 
men were alone at this spot, and were 
in the thickest of it. They were 
without ladders, but with a_ building 
burning fiercely on one side of an 
alley way they went into the alley and 
played on the building opposite which 


was next to the carriage manu- 
factory. They had practically saved 
it, when the situation became critical 
on Pearl street. When that was 
averted the building on Wssex street 
again demanded attention, At this 


time a line from the Milton steamer 
came to the and both 
steamers played upon the side of the 
manufactory which was about three 
feet from the burning building. 
The plant of Lynch Bros. 
saved, and at 9 P. M. the fire 
under control at this point.

Then Chief Williams was told to 
take a position near the water, but 
could not get the steamer across a 


creek where the bridge was gone. 

At 10.15 the Quincy apparatus was 
ordered home. The fire at that time 
was not out but was under control. 

It was about 3.30 in the afternoon 
when Quincy was requested to send 
aid and in a few minutes the Steamer 
and Combination 2 started over the 
road to Boston. The Atlantle com- 
pany reached the South ferry in 40 
minutes and the Steamer was at work 
within an hour. Chief Williams and 
his men are pleased with the treat- 
ment received, coffee and _ refresh- 
ments being served, but are proud 
because they were able to render 
efficient services, and those services 
were appreciated. 

The alarm from box 162 in Quincy 
was not given until after the appara- 
tus started. In the meantime Chief 
Williams left orders for the protec- 
tion of the city. The steamer from 
Houghs Neck was ordered to Quincy 
and a relief hose placed in commis- 
sion. 

It was 5.15 when the Milton steam- 
er left for Chelsea arriving about 6.50, 
and immediately added two streams 
with good effect. 


Inspector McKay was at police 
headquarters in Boston on Sundaj 
when the Boston police inspectors 


were ordered to Chelsea to look after 
crooks. He went with them, and did 
duty in the burned district until late 
Sunday night.

STUBBORN FIRE, 


The alarm from Box 25 at 11.07 
Sunday morning called the depart- 
ment to a stubborn fire in a house on 
Canal street, owned by Mrs. Gourley, 
and occupied by Benjamin Leavitt. The 
fire started up stairs from too hot a 
fire and a defective chimney. The 
chimney was in a bad condition and 
a fire had been built in a small stove. 

The fire was discovered by one of 
the family, who upon going up stairs 
into the room was surprised to find a 
fire in progress. Mr. Leavitt, who was 
in the yard, was notified and an 
alarm sounded. Chief Williams was 
at South Quincy at the time, and 
owing to a failure of the whistle at 
South Quincy to sound, did not hear 
the alarm. When it was found that 
he did not respond to the alarm tlfree 


blows were sounded. This is the 
Chief's cali and he heard that, and 
was soon on the spot. The three 


blows however were taken by many 
to mean a recall. 

The high wind caused the fire to 
spread rapidly, and almost instantly 
the whole interior of the house was a 
mass of flames. The fire worked 
down to the lower floors, and so hot 
was it that the family were unable 
to remove any of the furniture save a 
few chairs. 

It came through the roof in one or 
two places but was confined to the 
interior which was badly gutted. The 
firemen worked well, but before the 
flames were out the interior of the 
building was ruined, little more than 
the shell of the building being left 
Chief Williams estimates the loss on 
building and contents at $1500.

Rev. Edward Norton was pastor of 
the Orthodox church as it was called 
at Quincy and took part in the exer- 
cises that day, extending the right 
hand of fellowship. He is the only 
living clergyman today who took part 
in the exercises at that time. 

Rev. Mr. Harris continued as pastor 
of the church until 1885. The pastors 
since that time have been: 


Rev. George Benedict, from July, 
to March, 1892. 

Rey. W. Sherman Thompson, from 
July, 1892, to July, 1894. 

Rev. Herbert A. Youtz from Nov. 
1894, to Feb. 1896. 

Rey. Morris Howland Turk, from

Rey. Edward Anderson from Sept. 
1898, to Oct. 1900. 

Rey. Edward Norton, supplied from 
Oct. 1900, to June 1901.

1905 to date. 

The afternoon exercises opened at 
3.30 with an organ prelude, followed 
by scripture reading and prayer by 
Rev. George Benedict of North Abing- 
ton, a former pastor.

LETTER FROM THE STATE HOUSE. 


Boston, April 29, 1908. 


After various subterfuges, some de- 
bate and one roll call, the bill to 
raise the salaries of the members 
| from $750 to $1,000 has reached the 
lstage where it needs only one more 
affirmative vote to pass the House 
|and over to the Senate. I will be 
reached, probably, the latter part of 
this week. I predict that it will be 
killed in the House. Its majority was 
not large on the previous stage,—89 
yeas to 74 nays, with a considerable 
number of absentees. If anything in 
politics is sure it is that Lieut. Gov. 
Draper will never sign a salary in- 
crease bill in the year of presidential 
election, when the country is in the 
midst of a business depression and 
when salaries and wages generally 
are declining and when public resent- 
ment against members who vote the 
public money into their own pockets 
would be particularly furious and 
would show itself in votes against the 
majority party, as well as against 
the particular members who so voted, 
in case they were up for re-election. 
Again, the sneaking way in which the 
House did the trick was enough to 
disgust the public with every member. 
They tried once to rush it through 
without a word of debate. Nothing 
but Speaker Cole’s decision that the 
yeas had it when not a solitary aye 
vote was given, and when there was a 
loud chorus of noes prevented the 
trick from succeeding. 

This forenoon the committee on 
railroads has given a hearing to the 
committee of Boston business men 
who wanted to be heard in protest 
against the merger of the Boston and 
Maine with the New Haven railroad. 
Yesterday the committee heard 
Charles F. Choate, Jr., counsel for 
the New Haven, on the point that 
savings should be allowed to invest 
in the bonds of the road. This was 
the beginning of the hearing of the 
promerger side. If as much favor is 
shown as to the antis, then the hear- 
ings will not be ended before the 
middle of May, even with the utmost 
diligence, and the session must be 
prolonged accordingly. There is talk 
of referring the entire subject to the 
next legislature, but, unless positive 
legislation is enacted, the act of last 
year will expire July 1 next and then

‘This veto 
will stiffen the opposition to the legis- 
lative salary grab and will make its 
defeat doubly certain.

of the House and its rejection of the 
resolution in favor of 4 parcels post, 
after it had once had a majority vote. 
Mr. Oliver of Athol drew a pathetic 
picture of the decay of the store, but 
nobody seemed to think of the pub- 
lic who would presumably get its 
goods cheaper than at the store. 

The House debated at length and 
then defeated the bill to permit the 
establishment of a system of district 
option in Boston for the issue of 
liquor licenses.

GRADE CROSSINGS. 


Perhaps Quincy will be called upon 
to pay but five per cent. of the cost 
of abolishing the grade crossings at 
Saville and Water streets. 

The contest of the afternoon in the 
Legislature on Monday, says the 
Globe, came on the bill to provide that 
not more than 5 per cent. of the cost 
of grade crossing abolition should be 
assessed upon a city or town. 

Representative Washburn of Wor- 
cester opposed the bill, urging that 
the present maximum of 10 per cent. 
was established only after careful 
study. 

Mr. Dean of Wakefield defended the 
bill. He said he is convinced that 
no municipality should pay any part 
of the cost, as the railroad company 
alone is responsible for grade cross- 
ings and every abolition results in 
a permanent improvement in the road- 
bed of the railroad. 

Mr. Parkhurst of Winchester held 
that municipalities should continue 
their payments which enable them to. 
present their own plans for abolition. 

Mr. Walker of Brookline also op- 
posed the Dill, pointing out that no 
city or town was sufficiently inter- 
ested in the bill to appear before 
the committee in its favor. 

Mr. McCann of Lynn said that had 
his city been notified of the hearing 
it would have been strongly repre- 
sented in favor of the bill. Mr. Fer- 
ber of Boston thought such a bill 
would retard the abolition of grade 
crossings.

The license commissioners of Wor- 
cester decided on Monday to grant 
only eight druggist licenses. There 
were fifty applicants. Worcester be- 
comes a no-license city. 

Conditions governing the liquor 
traffic will be disturbed all over New 
England on May 1, when changes in

sachusetts alone 210 saloons and

LETTER FROM THE STATE ele SSeS eeeeoes 


Boston, May 13, 1908. 

After the signing of the three vetoes 
yesterday Acting Governor said that 
it was a very serious thing for him to 
do because so many people were in- 
terested on the other side, but he be- 
lieved that it ought to be done; that 
this was no time to be putting up 
salaries when the people generally 
are suffering reductions of salaries 
and wages. As far as can be judged 
by the comments of members of the 
legislature who were opposed to the 
bills, he will gain distinctiy in his 
standing with the public on account 
of his resistance to the pressure to 
raise salaries in an inopportune time. 
There is not the slightest possibility 
that the bills can be passed, and 
never was, as the votes on passing 
the bills over the vetoes will show. 
The members’ salary @grab is also 
dead. 

They were told that the bill would 
never become law, that it would never 
get by the governor’s chamber and 
that they would have their roll in thc 
dirt for nothing. But they foolishly 
insisted upon taking their risk and 
now they find that they have adver- 
tised themselves as a lot of men who 
would vote state money into their 
pockets in hard times, and they get 
no money, but only the advertising 
and the disgrace. To the credit of 
about half of the members of the 
House it is to be said that they went 
on record against the bill and even 
defeated it once, but the great money- 
hunger of a very small majority en- 
abled them to get a reconsideration 
and the bill was put where the Sen- 
ate will kill it and get the benefit 
of formal virtue, while the House 
must stand the curse of its majority 
vote for the grab. 

As members look ahead, the merger 
debate is likely to prolong the session 
some two or three weeks. The hear- 
ings are still dragging along, to the 
evident disgust of some of the mem 
bers of the railroad committee who 
are impatient over the inordinate 
amount of time consumed by the anti- 


merger men who have told their 
story over and over again before the 
committees on railroads, street raii- 


ways and banks and banking, as one 
or another phase of the general prop- 
osition has brought the subject be- 
fore these different committees. For 
three days this week the anti-merger 
side has had the floor before the rail 
road committee, while the 
side has taken very little 
comparison Yet there is a feelin: 
here that the anti-merger side is the 
stronger and will win a feeling which 
does not seem as strong this week 
as it has been and a watchful obser- 
ver has noted this week, for the first 
time, an admission, indirect, by an 
aunti-merger man that it was possibl

TRIED TO WRECK TRAIN, 


An unsuccessful attempt was made 
Wednesday night to wreck a_ train 
just south of the Quincy depot. As 
the 10.08 inward train was slowing 
down to enter the depot it struck 
an obstruction placed across the track 
near the tool house..

The practical work of the commit- 
tee is best shown in the improved 
appearance of our city. In this work 
the committee is encouraged by the 
kindly co-operation of many private 
individuals, Mr. Henry M. 
Faxon, in the improvement of prop- 
erty adjacent to Quincy station and 
by the officials of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railway, 
have assured us of their willingness 
to co-operate with our committee in 
their efforts to further improve sta- 
tion surroundings. The committee 
appreciates the prompt compliance 
of the commissioner of Public Works 
with a request to place receptacles 
for rubbish, of which the public was 
quick to make use. 

The most extensive enterprise en- 
gaging the committee was the setting 
of two hundred trees on Coddington 
and Sea streets, This was made pos- 
sible by generous contributions from 
abutters toward defraying the cost of 
the trees, the actual setting ot which 
was done by the department of Pub- 
lic Works under the able personal 
supervision of Commissioner Bain- 
bridge and Mr. Patterson the Wollas- 
ton florist. The club-house grounds 
have been plowed, which is the first 
move toward a general improvement 
of club house surroundings while 
in the club house a room has been 
completely furnished for the espec- 
ial use of the civic committee. At 
Atlantic the sub-committee have been 
instrumental in securing a general 
cleaning up of private property and 
they are especially grateful to the 
department of Public Works for the 
excellent condition of streets and 
public grounds, 

The committee is at present en- 
gaged in setting shrubbery upon the 
grounds of Atlantic station and they 
are encouraged in the hope of secur- 
ing the removal of the obnoxious 
board signs now standing on the 
easterly side of the station. 

One of the largest general meet- 
ings under the auspices of this com- 
mittee was devoted to a discussion of 
tuberculosis, the meeting being ad- 
dressed by Dr. Arthur Cabot, chair- 
man of the Anti-tuberculosis Associa- 
tion of the State of Massachusetts, 
Mrs. Rufus P. Williams Chairman of 
the Health Department of the General 
Federation of Women’s clubs, Dr, 
Elliot Washburn, Medical Inspector of 
Norfolk County, and Drs. John A. Gor- 
don and N. S. Hunting, of Quincy. 
That the citizens of Quincy may more 
fully realize the alarming extent of 
tuberculosis now prevailing in our 
city, it is planned to have in the near 
future an exhibit demonstrating care 
and prvention of this most dreaded 
disease. It is hoped that Quincy will 
profit by the marked success attend- 
ing the adoption of plans for sys- 
tematic money-saving by pupils in 
public schools. Efforts are now being 
directed to that end. 

Grateful acknowledgement is made 
to Mrs. Herbert Lawton, for a delight- 
ful afternoon musicale at her home 
and the substantial amount of the 
proceeds applied to the funds of the 
committee,

Ham and Eggs a L’aurore. Chop 
cold boiled ham very fine and boil six 
or eight eggs twenty minutes. With 
a sharp knife cut the eggs in 
quarters lengthwise, remove the yolks 
and press them through a _ coarse 
sieve. Lay the white pieces in warm 
water, Make a white sauce of two 
tablespoonfuls of butter and the same 
quantity of flour added after the 
butter has melted. Cook for a few 
minutes, then add slowly two cup- 
fuls of milk. Stir constantly to a 
smooth sauce and season with salt 
and white pepper. Moisten the ham 
with a little of the sauce, heat and 
place in the centre of a hot dish in 
the form of a mound. Pour the 
sauce over it, sprinkle the top thick- 
ly with yolk crumbs and border with 
the 


white pieces, 


Asparagus Omelet. Steam some 
fresh cut asparagus and chop fine. 
Mix with the yolks of five eggs and 
the white of three, well beaten, and 
two tablespoonfuls of rich cream. 
Fry and serve quite hot. 


Fried Mush. The mush should be 
boiled the day before ‘it is to be fried, 
then poured into brick loafed pans to 
mold. .Mix a pint of corn meal with 
a teaspoonful of salt, one heaping 
tablespoonful sifted flour and one 
pint cold water and stir slowly, mix- 
ing gradually into one quart of boil- 
ing water. Cook half an hour, stir- 
ring often, then pour into the pans 
and set away in a cold place. When 
ready cut in slices half an 
inch thick, flour on each side and fry 
in hot fat on a griddle or fry- 
ing pan. Serve with syrup.

STRIKE IS OFF, 
The strike of the granite cutters, 


which has been in progress for sey- 
eral weeks has been declared off and 
the men will return to work Monday 
morning. 

The final act in ending the strike 
took place Friday afternoon at 1.30, at 
which time the agreement was signed 
al a joint meeting of the executive 
committee of the Granite Manufac- 
turers’ Association and of the Gran- 
ite Cutters’ Union. 

The strike was brought on by the 
refusal of the Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation to sign the agreement as de- 
cided upon by the Arbitration com- 
mittee. 

The local committee readily came 
to an agreement early in the year 
upon all but a few points, which 
were the closed shop clause, appren- 
tice clause and business agent clause. 
These were referred to the National 
Executive committee representing 
both the association and the union. 

The finding of the committee was 
repudiated by the manufacturers on 
the ground that the committee was 
not properly constituted and because 
the acceptance of it would make them 
liable to civil suits at law if a man 
because he 


was refused work simply 
was not a union man.

LETTER FROM THE STATE HOUSE. 


Boston, May 28, 1908. 

The farmers have beaten the state 
board of health on the bill which gave 
the board and the dairy bureau to- 
gether the right to make regulations 
regarding the transportation and 
purity of milk. Rebellion broke out 
against the board as soon as the Dill 
was reported. The milk producers 
thought that here was an invasion of 
their rights by the secretary of the 
State board of health, and from his 
investigation of dairies and advertis- 
ing some of them as worthy for com- 
mendation, thereby saying that others 
were too filthy to pass the law, they 
had a strong prejudice against him 
and were only too ready to vote him 
down. After a warm debate in the 
House, during which the country 
members expressed themselves freely 
against the board of health, there was 
a vote of 89 yeas to 30 nays on refer- 
ring the bill to the next legislature. 
An effort to reconsider resulted the 
next day in 30 yeas to 61 nays. 

Without any opposition in either 
branch there has been passed the 
gypsy and brown tail moth appropria- 
tion bill of $125,000, plus $25,000 more 
for parasites. The report of Superin- 
tendent Kirkland is very thorough 
and it shows that the moths have 
spread in a most discouraging way, 


were it not for the fact that the sup- 
pression has been so thorough that 
the pests are well under control along 
the highways and in the parks and 
residential portions of the cities and 


towns. It is in the woodlands 


come acclimated and are now doing 
the work for which they were brought 
over, laying their eggs in the backs of 
the caterpillars so that the maggots 
will hatch out there and eat the body 
of their host. It is admitted now by 
Superintendent Kirkland that it is 
hopeless to expect the complete des- 
truction of the moths, as was the aim 
and would have been the fact before 
the work stopped in 1900, for today 
the territory which is infested is so 
large that the expense of destroying 
the last moth would be far more than 
the possible loss by trusting to the 
parasites to keep the enemy in check.

The Boston Traveler says editori- 
ally: “The appointment of Everett 
Cc. Bumpus, Esq., as one of two 
American commissioners to settle 
the claims growing out of the build- 
ing of the Panama canal is an excel- 
lent one. It will be a source of grat- 
ification to a host of friends and a 
distinct honor to the bar of Massa- 
chusetts of which Mr. Bumpus has 
long been a distinguished member. 
The new commissioner is well

EDUCATION COMMITTEE. 


The Education committee organized 
July 6th, with chairman and sixteen 
members, have held five meetings 
during the year for the transaction of 
business. The first work to be taken 
up was the Summer Vacation schools. 

The Sloyd classes with Mrs. W. O. 
Wellington, chairman and Mr. Charles 
Sampson instructor. Twelve sessions 
were held from July 8th to Aug. 2d.

Owing to an un- 
fortunate accident Miss Faxon, our 
capable and much loved sewing teach- 
er was obliged to resign her position 
after three lessons and Miss Kelley 
was secured as her successor of whose 
efficiency and kindness we cannot 
speak too highly. It had been cus- 
tomary to give the children a picnic 
after the exhibition but this year a 
tour of Boston in one of the sight- 
seeing automobiles was _ substituted 
to the satisfaction of all. The mem- 
bership of over sixty was surprising- 
ly large owing in no small degree to 
the attrative place of meetings and 
central location. The girls of the 
Vacation club also brought flowers 
and carried them to the Hospital each 
session.

vancing literary, educational, beneyo- 
lent, religious or charitable work or 
interest in said Quincy and Its vicinity.

HERRING FISHING. 


There is a lively time in store for 
the Italian herring fishing fleet which 
fishes nightly in Quincy bay, off the 
Wollaston beach. For two years 
catching herring from fast power 


dories lighted by flaring torches, has} 


been a rapidly growing industry 
the waters of Boston harbor. 
nights as many 
will “chug-chug-chug” up and down 
the beach line from dark until dawn, 
much to the disgust of thousands of 
tired people who seek the country for 
quiet and rest. 

These boats all hail from T wharf, 
Boston, varying in size from twenty 
to forty feet, and are all manned by 
Italians three men to a boat. 

They finally became such a nuisance 
which was approved, March 1908, 
for various other good seasons, that 
the Legislature has passed this law, 
which was approved, March 27, 19038 
and which is certainly stiff enough 
to hold most any kind of a fisherman 
within proper bounds. 

It reads as follows.— 

Chapter 298, an act to prohibit the 
taking of herring in certain waters by 
means of torches or other light. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows.— 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to display torches or other 
light designed or used for the pur- 
pose of taking herring in Hull Bay, 
Quincy Bay, Hingham Harbor, or in 
any other waters southerly of a line 
drawn from Moon Island to Pember- 
ton. 


Section 2. Whoever violates the pro- 
visions of this act shall, for a first 
offence, be punished by a fine of not 
less than fifty nor more than two 
hundred dollars or by imprisonment 
for not less than six nor more than 
twelve months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment, and, for a second 
offence, by both said fine and impris- 
onment. Approved March 272, 1908- 

The Fish and Game Commissioners 
are now taking the necessary steps 
to enforce its provisions. Last week 
Friday their police boat appeared 
in the bay and made a raid. 
This will be kept up until the bay is 
entirely free from the objectionable

Cold Asparagus. With just a 
French dressing it is delicate and 
appetizing. .

Take one-half cup sugar, one table- 
spoonful water, dissolve and brown, 
stirring constantly; while browning 
add this to the milk and sugar; then 
add three tablespoonfuls of corn- 
starch, three eggs well beaten and a 
pinch of salt; heat altogether; then 
strain and freeze, 


Date Biscuits. Make a milk sponge 
and set to rise. Add two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar and two of molasses, 
three cups of sliced dates and enough 
entire wheat flour to make a rather 
sum dough. Set to rise again, then 
turn into pans and bake for three- 
quarters of an hour, Set the biscuits 
aside for twelve hours after they are 
baked before cutting. 

Strawberry Jam. Mash ripe straw- 
berries and cook in their own juice 
until reduced very considerably. 
Then add sugar, heated in the oven, 
allowing three-quarters of a pound 
to each pound of the fruit, and cook 
Steadily until of the required con- 
sistency. If too sweet, add a little 
pie plant, lemon juice or gooseber- 
ries. Pack in jars and seal.

LETTER FROM THE STATE HOUSE. 


Boston, June 3, 1908. 


At the time of writing the merger 
situation is so much in doubt that it 
remains uncertain in what shape the 
bill will finally emerge. But the 
prospect is that it will come out about 
as it went in. That is, it will have its 
opening section forbidding, in gen- 
eral, any railroad consolidations with- 
out the consent of the iegislature. 
Then follow the sections mentioning 
by name the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford and the Boston and 
Maine roads, permitting the former to 
hold the block of the latter's stock 
which it now holds, till July 1, 1910, 
and permitting it to receive the divi- 
dends on the stock and its proportior- 
ate allotment of new stock, if any 
should be issued in the meantime by 
the Boston and Maine. But the New 
Haven road is prohibited from vot- 
ing upon its Boston and Maine stock, 
and that stock is to be voted upon by 
the railroad commissioners. The Dill 
further provides that the railroad 
commission must report to the legis- 
lature, on or before January 12, 1910, 
upon the general features of the sit- 
uation as regards the best policy for 
the state, and especially as to what 
disposal the New Haven road shall 
make of its Boston and Maine stock. 
The clincher on the end of the bill is 
that the New Haven road shall de- 
cide on or before July 1, this year, 
whether or not it will accept the act. 
That is where the state has the road 
at an advantage. House Chairman 
Walker of the railroad committee 
said to me that the legislature has no 
legal authority to compel the New 
Haven road to do the things which 
the bill requires it to do, but that it 
is a voluntary act on the part of the 
railroad company. It makes this 
contract of its own free will with the 
state. But if it does not agree volun- 
tarily, then it will feel the force of the 
law that its holding is illegal. of 
course the road hates to accept these

RETIRES FROM BUSINESS, 


After an active business life ex- 
tending over a period of fifty years, 
Joseph L. Whiton, one of Quincy’s 
well known citizens, retires this 
month from business, and will settle 
down to enjoy a well-earned vaca- 
tion. 

Mr. Whiton is a son of Isaiah G. 
Whiton and was born at Quincy Point, 
Noy. 14, 1844, within a few hundred 
feet from where he now resides. . He 
received the education common with 
boys of those days and at the age of 
sixteen years started in to earn his 
own living and make his mark in the 
world. His first business venture was 
with a dry goods trimming store in 
Boston, where he remained for two 
years, The retail trade was not to 
his liking however, and on Nov. 5, 
1860, he entered the dry goods com- 
mission house of what was then 
Faulkner & Kimball, and which after- 
ward became Faulkner, Page & Co. 

He entered the store as a general 
utility boy at the salary of $2 per 
week or $100 per year, hardly enough 
to pay his car fare to and from Bos- 
ton, the single fare those days being 
thirty cents.

persistant and eventually reached the 
top round of the ladder. 

In those early days there were no 
electric cars running from his home 
to the depot and his salary was not 
large enough for him to enjoy the 
luxury of riding in the barge so he 
“hoofed it” both ways. The first train 
for Boston left Quincy at 6.15 and 
this he was obliged to take, necessitat- 
ing his leaving home at 5.45. The 
weather was not always pleasant, and 
the walking at times, especially dur- 
ing the winter month, was hard- 
He had grit, however, and no 
matter what the weather, the morn- 
ing was sure to see him with “Jake” 
Hersey trudging along through the 
snow banks toward the depot. 

From his situation as a boy he 
gradually advanced to a full fledged 
salesman, and in 1890 was admitted 
a member of the firm. He _ retired 
from the firm ten years later, but 
continued to remain with the house 
having charge of one of its important 
departments. 

During all these years his health 
has been exceptionally good, and there 
have been but few days that he has 
missed going to his business. Even 
in late years in the severest north 
easters he could not be prevailed up- 
on to remain at home, although at 
times he was obliged to walk to the 
depot as he did when a boy. 

The changes have been many at 
the Point, especially during the past 
few years and while many of the old- 
er residents have moved away to more 
congenial locations, he is loth to give 
up his handsome and cosy residence 
where he has spent so mary happy 
Mr. and Mrs. Whiton are 
among Quincy’s most respected resi- 
dents and they have the wish of all 
for many years of continued happi- 
ness. They have two sons, Council- 
man Joseph L. Whiton, Jr., and Dr. 
Ross K. Whiton, and four grand- 
daughters, and when they are all to- 
gether it would be hard to find a hap- 
pier family. 

Mr. and Mrs. Whiton are contemp- 
lating a trip to California in the near 
future,

LETTER FROM STATE HOUSE. 


Boston, June 10, 1908. 

Without any opposition, and unani- 
mously, the House committee on ways 
and means has reported favorably the 
bil lapropriating $1,000,000 for pur- 
chase of the houses and buildings to 
the west of the state house as far as 
Joy street for room for a new west 
wing of the state house. In the mean- 
time, there is passing through, with- 
out any debate or question, the Dill 
which gives the room of the state 
house restaurant to the state library, 
which wants much more stack room, 
and the bill which puts the gas and 
electric light commission outside of 
the state house (at the expense of the 
gas and electric light companies) in 
order to make room for the officials 
whose expenses must come out of the 
taxpayers. The present state house 
park on the east will give room for 
the extension on that side, when one 
is needed. But this will doubtless be 
a long time. The project brings to 
mind the finest architectural plan for 
the state house I have ever seen, pro- 
posed by Albert Winslow Cobb, a Bos- 
ton architect when the late Senator 
William A. Whittlesey of Pittsfield was 


chairman of the state house committee 


and plans for extension were serious- 
ly considered. Cobb’s plan had the 
two wings, but not as large as is pro- 
posed. The special feature which 


glorified his plan was his raising of 


the dome some 36 feet and setting a 
row of beautiful pillars around it. 


This made the proportions between 


the dome and the wings harmonious 


and the result was the finest and most 


majestic front ever proposed. The 
present dome was not made for so 
long a front as the state house must 
have sometime and it will be too low 


proportionately. But Cobb has nothing 


but his merits to commend him,not 
any pull, and sq his plan, which 
arouses the wrath of the Bulfinch 


front worshippers, is doubtless doomed 


to remain on paper, the most artistic 
conception yet, but prevented by ma- 
terial influences from ever being 
realized. 

Those soldiers of the war with Spain 
who have tried repeatedly in fact ever 
since that war ended, to secure viola- 
tion of the merit system in order that 
they may find places in the public ser- 
vice by suspension of the law, are like- 
ly to be defeated this year, as they 
have been hitherto. For months their 
petition has been held back by the 
committee on public service. It seems 
that they hoped to get a conference 
with Goy. Guild, hoping also for a 
promise from him that he would sign 
their bill. Then, when he became ill, 
they held on. But finally.the commit- 
tee reported, and the bill was a weak 
little thing, merely giving preference 
in the labor services. But that was 
too much for their opponents, and, 
without a word of opposition, in order 
to save the bill, Mr. McCarthy of Marl- 
boro, in charge of it, consented to an 
amendment that requisition might be 
made for young and vigorous men, not 
to be above a maximum age limit. Of 
course that destroys any preference, if 
the department wants the best men. 
The bill gives such a mere nothing 
that it would be better for the spirit 
of the service if the Senate should 
kill it altogether. 

In the Senate there has been natural 
opposition to the bill of Senator Rich- 
mond which would permit the New 
Haven railroad company to extend its 
trolley system in Berkshire county, to 
an extent said to involve an expendi- 
tare of $2,000,000. The objection to 
the bill is that it legalizes the trolley 
holdings of the New Haven road after 
the supreme court has given a de- 
cision that such holdings are illegal 
and when the merger debate is at its 
height in the House. It is very sus- 
picious conjunction of events, and the 
decree of the supreme court restrain- 
ing the New Haven from its trolley 
holdings comes at a moment to empha- 
size the situation. There are some 
very bright brains very busy in these 
closing days of the legislature.

SCOUT CRUISER TRIALS.

HANCOCK CEMETERY. 


A gang of men was at work 
nearly all of last week in the Hancock 
cemetery putting it in good condition. 
Early in the season the dead leaves 
were raked up and carried away and 
several trees that had outlived their 
usefulness were cut down. Last 
week the grass was mowed and 
the walks have been trimmed. 

The increase of the legacy of $3,000 
left the city for this purpose some 
time ago amounts to $120 per year. 
That sum has already been expended. 

There are several things that ought 
to be done at this cemetery. One of 
these is to rebuild the wall on the 
Hancock street front which is ir a 
bad condition, 

Another thing is a fence along the 
cemetery on the southerly side. There 
was a fence there originally, but 
when the Y. M. C. A. was located in 
the Old Court Room building the boys 
who used the ground in the rear as 
a play ground tore the fence down, 
and it has been down ever since. 
Since that time boys going too and 
from the depot, from Chapin’s news 
stand and Granite street, have worn 
a well-beaten path across one corner 
of the cemetery, Along the railroad 
side there is an iron picket fence and 
the boys have succeeded in smashing 
out some of these pickets. The de- 
partment of Public Burial Places 
every year puts in new iron pickets 
only to have others broken out. 

As to the wooden fence on the south 
side, the Burial Places department 
Says itis up to Mr. Faxon or Mr. 
Kincaide to build it. Mr. Faxon says 
that it is not on his property, but Mr. 
Kincaide’s, and that he should build 
it. There it hangs, and in the mean- 
time one corner of the lot is used as 
a path. It is doubtful even if a fence 
would keep the boys from crossing. 
The only thing to do is to place signs 
prohibiting crossing there and then 
prosecute the first person caught do- 
ing so. 

The Public Burial Places depart- 
ment like other departments in the 
city is cramped for money. It differs 
somewhat, from other de- 
partments, while the appropria- 
tions for the latter departments are 
increasing every year the appropria- 
tion for burial places is going down, 
while the expenses are increasing. 

A few years ago the amount passed 
in the annual budget for this depart- 
ment was $4,800. It has been gradu- 
ally coming down until it has now 
reached the $4,000 mark, notwith- 
Standing the necessary expense has 
increased.

City Council could make 
appropriation each year for 
the Hancock cemetery in addition to 
the $120 per year received from the 
legacy, there would be no cause for 
complaint. 

As mentioned in the chapter of an- 
nals, says Pattee’s History of Quin- 
cy, at a town meeting in 1809, a deed 
was presented to the citizens of 
Quincy, giving them absolute control 
over this cemetery, on the following 
conditions :— 

“Provided, that the inhabitants of 
the town shall never hereafter allow 
the said burial ground to be used as 
a pasture, or any horse, or cattle of 
any description, to run at large there- 
in, and that it shall at all times cause 
a fence to be maintained around the 
burial ground, sufficient to ex- 
clude all cattle therefrom; and that 
no trees shall be permitted to grow 
within the said ground.”

FIRE AT HOUGHS NECK, 


Houghs Neck was threatened with 
conflagration on Monday morning 
averted by the 
intelligent work of the 
Houghs Neck fire department. Un-

Bertha Merrill and her daughter 
Dora, aged 6, who had apartments on 
the third floor. Then Frank Collins 
thought of them and asked for 
volunteers to go to the rescue. A 
half dozen started up the stairway 
but it was too hot for five of them, 
and they left Mr. Collins alone. He 
pushed ahead and was successful in 
finding Mrs. Merrill, and carrying 
her in an almost unconscious coadi- 
tion to the window.

TO GIVE UP BUSINESS. 


Frederick L. Jones, the well known 
South Quincy granite manufacturer, re- 
tires from active business this month. 
Mr. Jones began cutting stone, as it 
was then called, in 1860, and he has 
been at the business ever since, except- 
ing the time when he laid aside bis 
granite teols and shouldering a musket, 
fougbt a good fight for the preservation 
of the Union. 

In June, 1878, Mr. Jones associated 
himself with James McGilvray under 
the firm name of McGilvray & Jones, 
for the manufacture of granite. For 
thirty years this firm has been in busi- 
ness and during that time some of the 
largest and most elaborate and costly 
granite monuments ever cut in Quincy 
bave gone forth from their yard. 

Mr. Jones learned his trade as a 
granite cutter of the Mitchell Granite 
Company and it was his pleasure upon 
the return from the Civil war to cut the 
shaft for the Soldiers’ Monument dedi- 
cated in Mount Wollaston cemetery as 
early as June 25, 1868, by the town of 
Quincy. 

Among the latest large jobs of the 
firm might be mentioned the two large 
fountains that are now being erected 
on the estate of John D. Rockefeller in 
New York, and the very elaborate 
granite memorial recently erected to 
Mark Hanna. 

McGilvray & Jones bave always been 
leoked upon as one of the solid firms of 
Quincy, and their reputation for fair 
dealing and honesty has never been 
questioned, Having worked themselves 
at the trade, they knew what the lot of 
a granite cutter was, and the feelings 
between them and their men has always 
been of the most friendly kind. 

Mr. Jones has been prominent in city 
He was a member of the first 
City Council, and later served on the 
board of Sewerage Commissioners. He 
was at one time the Republican candi- 
date for Mayor in a triangular fight, and 
has been urged to allow the use of bis 
name in other years without avail. He 
was born in England, Jan. 3, 1846, but 
came to Quincy about 1860. He is a 
past master of Rural lodge of Masons. 

Some few weeks ago Mr, McGilvray 
sold his interest inthe business to Mr, 
Jones and retired to private life. Now 
Mr. Jones thinks he bas had enough, 
and he will also give up business.

The following completes the reports 
gifen at the annual meeting of the 
Quincy Women’s club on May 12th: 


VISITING NURSE COMMITTEE. 


For three years a visiting nurse 
has been established in Quincy, and 
at the termination of this, the third 
year, we have every reason for en- 
couragement, The work has grown 
steadily from its beginning. The 
physicians and people in general are 
realizing more and more the comfort 
and convenience of having a trained 
nurse at their disposal. 

The very poor, those of limited in- 
come and the well to do—all have 
occasion to require her services. 

We are fortunate in being able to 
retain our present nurse, Miss Es- 
telle Robinson. She has given faith- 
ful, efficient and untiring service. 
Last August many sick babies needed 
and received her intelligent care. 
Through the long hot days she la- 
bored tirelessly, deferring her vaca- 
tion until September because she 
was unwilling to leave the work 
while her service was so necessary, 

188 visits were made during this 
month, the largest number in any 
one month since the establishment of 
the work. Eleven doctors required 
her services for eighteen patients. 
845 visits were made during the 
year, 48 more than last year and 163 
more than the first year, thus show- 
ing a steady growth. $175.95 has 
been received in fees. This is a 
large gain over last year, when $90.49 
was collected. 

$640.53 have been received for the 
support of the work. $546.54 have 
been expended, leaving a balance of 
$93.99. There was a balance the first 
year of $186.24, the second year of 
$35.57, leaving in the treasury at the 
present time $315.80. 

There has never been a time when 
the Committee had cause to be over 
anxious regarding their financial con- 
dition. The large contribution from 
our club together with the generous 
and voluntary gifts from individu- 
als and societies has made the sala- 
ry problem an easy one, demonstra- 
ting, it seems to me, that the value 
of the work is recognized and appre- 
ciated. 

We are appreciative of Dr. Brack- 
ett’s gift each year of $100, of Miss 
Elizabeth Johnson’s continued inter- 
est in the work, her donation this 
year being 12 sheets, pillow cases and 
towels for the nurse’s room. 

We are grateful to the Unity Cir- 
cle, K. D., for their subscription of 
$50, to Bethany Circle for its gift of 
$10 for the supply closet and for the 
various and generous gifts of individ- 
uals, 

We appreciate also the efforts 
one of our ladies in the collecting 
and selling of rubber, thereby swell- 
ing our receipts to the amount of 
$26.10. 

Indeed we wish to thank most sin- 
cerely every one who has helped to 
support and make successful this 
work, Smma F. Welch, Chairman, 
WOMAN'S EXCHANGE COMMITTEBR. 

The Woman's 
Quincy Women’s club has 
reached its first milestone, there- 
fore this is its maiden report. Form- 
erly the Exchange was a branch of 
the Arts and Crafts committee but a 
year ago was made a committee by 
itself. The work has been conducted 
by twelve women, nearly all of whom 
have been able to do active work. 

We commenced the year with the 
following stock in trade:—4 tumblers 
of jelly, 1 jar of preserve, 1 bottle of 
grape juice 

A few articles were received the 
first afternoon and the profit amount- 
ed to $2.08, as we received dona- 
tion of 86 cents. 

We have held 13 sales. Our total 
receipts for the year amount to $87.- 
40 making an average of $6.74 at a 
sale. The largest amount recelved at 
a sale was $11.44. The smallest 
amount, $2.08, taken the first after- 
noon, We have received articles from 
30 different consignors, food, fancy 
and useful articles, 

Our commission is 10 per cent on 
each article sold, thus we have re- 
ceived $8.74. 

Feb. 11 we held a candy sale which 
netted $10.67. 

We have had no_ expenditures, 
paper, string, bags, boxes and a 
counter being donated by members of 
the committee and the club. Our 
total profits are $19.41, 

The sum may seem small but you 
must remember that we are young 
and have much to learn. 

Another year we hope to have 
lectures along the lines of practical 
cooking and feel that if the ladies 
support us as faithfully with their 
patronage in the future as they have 
in the past, we shall be able to do a 
larger work the coming year.

The visiting 
nurse is for the convenience and com- 
fort of every one of our citizens, of 
all denominations, of all classes and 
of all nationalities, After donating 
200 dollars to her salary we extend 
the privilege to all to assist in this 
noble work. 

We cannot realize the spirit of 
gratitude that must emanate from 
every home she visits, especially from 
those who are deprived of all care 
except through her ministrations. 
Certainly she puts the “touch of a 
rosy sunset” into the lives of many 
of the patients she visits. I am sure 
that all who will, will be the happi- 
er for having contributed to bring 
about such results. Some one has 
said, “Ceasing to give, we cease to 
have, such is the law of love.” Only 
those who are actively interested, can 
realize the arduous work of our com- 
mittees, not only in carrying on the 
work, but in raising the money need- 
ed for that purpose. It is no small 
task to find one hundred children, 
and arrange for seeds to be used in 


as many gardens, Some one must 
take many steps through the hot} 


summer days to inspect them, which

The ex- 
ecutive board have voted 1-3 of their 
membership fees for the entertain- 
ments next year, which means that 
you will pay 7 1-7 cents for each en- 
tertainment and 14 2-7 cents towards 
the general expenses, including ap- 
propriation for the visiting nurse. We 
certainly cannot expect many $1 en- 
tertainments for 7 1-7 cents, There 
is room for improvement in every or- 
ganization and although our club has 
made remarkable progress during the 
three years of its existence there are 
many changes to be brought about 
before perfection can be realized. 

We have already“had some compli- 
ments worth repeating. One of them 
“That the Quincy Women's Club is a 
power for good in our city. An- 
other that among clubs we are 
ranked third in the state. The pres- 
ident of one of the Rhode Island 
clubs received twenty year books 
from as many different clubs. She 
thought the one from Quincy was the

Household Beceipts. 


Strawberry Ice Cream. One of the 
best rules for this cream calls for one 
pint of milk, the yolks of four eggs, 
two cups of sugar, a quart of perfect- 
ly ripe strawberries and a pint of 
“double” cream, Mix the yolks and 
one-half of the sugar together and 
add gradually to the milk, which 
should be heated until boiling hot. 
Stir this over the fire for about two 
minutes, or until it begins to grow 
thick but does not curdle. Then add 
the cream. Turn the whole into an 
earthen bowl and place it where it 
will become thoroughly cold, Just be- 
fore turning it into the freezing can 
add the strained juice and pulp of the 
berries which should have been thor- 
oughly mixed with the sugar. 


Quick Biscuit. A quick biscuit may 
be made of one quart of flour, one 
tablespoonful of baking powder, one 
tablespoonful of lard, one teaspoonful 
of salt, and milk enough so you can 
just stir the mixture with a spoon. 
Place one spoonful at a time gently 
in a floured tin, so they will touch 
each other, Bake in a hot oven, 


Compote Cherries. Cook together 
one cup of sugar and three-fourths 
of a cup of water until a thick syrup. 
Drop into the syrup three cups pitted 
cherries, tart ones preferred, and let 
them just come to a boil. Take from 
the fire, let them stand twenty min- 
utes, then return and simmer gently 
until tender but not broken. With 
a skimmer remove and put into a com- 
pote dish. Pour into the syrup re- 
maining in the kettle a half cup of 
currant juice or the same amount of 
pineapple juice that has been drained 
from a can of fruit. Cook until thick, 
pour over the cherries, then stand in 
a cold place until ready to serve. 


Bavarian Cream with Strawberries. 
Squeeze two quarts of berries through 
a colander, and add two cupfuls of 
sugar. When it is thoroughly dis- 
solved, stir in three tablespoonfuls of 
gelatine which has been soaked for 
an hour in half a cupful of water. 
Stir the mixture until it is smooth 
and when it begins to set add a pint 
of whipped cream. Put into molds 
and with few strawberries 
scattered around it.

Councilman Bryant—He has no 
right to say that water is sold less 
than cost. 

President Hobbs said it was a mat- 
ter of argument. 

Councilman Abele—The letter from 
the Commissioner in answer to an 
order offered by himself shows the 
Fore River is paying but 8 cents per 
1000 gallons. We should encourage 
manufacturies but should not sell for 
less than cost. From figures obtained 
from the City Auditor the water costs 
the city 11 1-2 cents. It was not 
right to charge this company 8 cents 
and the ordinary consumer 30 cents. 

Councilman Bryant hoped the 
Council would not put itself on record 
by passing such a foolish thing as 
this. He has not figured it out right. 
In the first place the State charges 
the city 4 1-2 cents per 1000 gallons 
to which 1 cent is added for mainten- 
ance making the cost 5 1-2 cents. The 
City made $2500 out of the Fore 
River people for water last year. 

Councilman Abele—The gentlemen 
ignores certain items, such as main- 
tenance, interest, etc. We should get 
12 cents to come out square. We 
gave the Fore River $3,600 last year. 

In reply to a question Commission- 
er Bainbridge said the water costs 
4 1-2 cents per 1000 gallons and 1 
cent per 1,000 gallons for maintenance, 
making the cost 5 1-2 cents. The 
other item was not an expense. It 
was to pay for the plant and not for 
the water. 

Councilman Hogan did not think 
we should vote to cancel the contract. 
We should favor large corporations. 

Councilman Abele—If we can sell 
water to the Fore River for 8 cents, 
we should sell to other consumers 
for less than 30 cents. 

The resolution was then defeated.

WATER REDUCTIONS. 


It Was aniiduiiced at City Hall Mon- 
day morning that a new schedule of 
water rates, especially those pertain- 
ing to meters, will go into effect July 
1. At present the minimum rate for 
meters is $18 a year, and it is pro- 
posed to reduce this to $16 on July 1, 
and a further attempt to reduce the 
rate to $12 will be made Jan. 1. In 
speaking of the proposed reduction, 
Mayor Shea said: 

“The State law requires that a 
certain number of meters be set for 
each year and under the present rules 
of the Water department the minimum 
meter charge is $18. Under the new 
schedule the minimum charge will be 
$16 and it is hoped that a _ further 
reduction to $12 can be made by Jan. 
1. Within 10 years all of the ser- 
vices in the city of Quincy will be 
metered and it is with this idea in 
view that the rates are being revised 
at the present time with a more 
definite and specific reduction to fol- 
low as soon as the date can be care- 
fully prepared. 

“It is manifestly unjust to put a 
meter in a house with one faucet 
and charge the owner thereof the 
present rate of $18 a year. I would 
like to call the attention of the citi- 
zens at large to the waste of water 
at the present time, and to ask them 
to cooperate with the department in 
trying to check it. More water is 
wasted than is used, and it is here 
that a material reduction can be made 
if the waste can be stopped. 

“The waste comes from three main 
causes; leaky mains, leaky house 
services and the careless use of wa- 
ter in letting it run where unneces- 
sary. The Water department is try- 
ing to stop the former, and I would 
ask that means be taken to stop the 
latter waste which is especially no- 
ticeable during the middle of the win- 
ter, and during the hottest summer 
weather. 

“I believe that each water user 
should pay for what he gets, but the 
change from an arbitrary like 
the present one to a measured rate 
cannot be made at one step without 
doing injustice to some takers.

A wel- 
come change will be the charge per 
100 cubic feet instead of 1000  gal- 
lons.”

Boston Cream Cakes. Pour half a 
pint of boiling water over a cup of 
butter, and, while hot, stir in two cups 
of flour. When the whole is very 
smooth and thoroughly scalded, set 
away to cool, When cold, break in 
five eggs, stir until perfectly mixed, 
then add one-fourth teaspoonful of 
soda. Butter a pan, drop in the mix- 
ture, a tablespoonful in a place, and 
bake in a quick oven.

EDITOR DEAD. 


H. H. McQuillen, the publisher of 
the Dedham Transcript, one of the 
oldest Norfolk county journalists, died 
on Wednesday, in his 72d year.

He was born in Caldwell, N. J., 
March 18, 1837, and was the son of 
Rey. Richard F. Cleveland, a Presby- 
terian clergyman. He received a 


ville near Syracuse, and in 1853 he 
went to New York and became a 
teacher for the blind. 

In 1855 he became a clerk in a law 
office at Buffalo and was admitted .to 
the bar in 1859. In 1863 he was ap- 
pointed assistant district attorney for 
Erie county, which position he held 
for three years. In 1865 he became 
partner in the law firm of Isaac V. 
Vanderpod, and in 1869 a member of 
the firm of Lanning, Cleveland and 
Folsom. 

He was for three years from 1870, 
sheriff of Erie county, and in 1881 
was elected mayor of Buffalo ‘by the 
largest majority ever given a candi- 
date in that city up to that time, 

In 1882 he was elected as Governor 
of New York, and in 1884 was first 
elected President. He was defeated 
for reelection by President Harrison 
in 1888. 

Retiring from the presidential chair 
in 1889 he returned to New York and 
again took up the practice of his pro- 
fession. In 1892 he was again 
nominated for President by the Demo- 
crats and was elected, defeating 
President Harrison. 

He married Frances Folsom, a 
daughter of his former law partner, 
at the White House, June 2, 1886. 
They had five children, Ruth, Esther, 
Marion, Richard and Francis Grover, 
the first named dying several years 
ago, 

At the close of his second adminis- 
tration he retired to Princeton, N. J. 
He has been a sufferer for a number 
of years by periodic attacks of sick- 
ness, usually in the summer season, 

He took a little out of door exer- 
cise Tuesday and retired at his 
usual hour. He died at 8.45 A. M. 
Wednesday. The end was sudden and 
came as a surprise after his long ill- 
ness,

LIBRARIAN OR ASSISTANT? 


Editors of the Patriot: 

In the annual City Report of 1893 
under the head of Thomas Crane 
Public library two paragraphs read 
as follows: 

“It so happens, however, that, with 
the close of the present year, for the 
first time in the history of the institu- 
tion, a majority of the Trustees will 
be changed, only two of the present 
board continuing in the next.* * * 
Under these circumstances, and with 
a view to having a definite record of 
the policy which has been pursued of 
late, in the management of the 
Library’s affairs, it seems proper for 
the board to make a somewhat de- 
tailed statement for future informa- 
tion. 

“The history of the Library from 
its commencement to the close of the 
year 1888, when the provisions of the 
City Charter superseded in several 
important respects those of the origi- 
nal act of incorporation, was set 
forth in the eighteenth report of the 
Trustees (1889.) The names of the 
Trustees up to that time, as also 
those of the Librarians, and their 
dates of service, were given, and a 
record of the various locations and 
removals of the Library.” 

The report from which the above is 
copied was signed by: Charles F. 
Adams, Harrison A. Keith, Emery L. 
Crane, William H. Price, Fred A. 
Claflin and J. H. Gilbert. 

Referring to the eighteenth report 
the following paragraph is found: 

“Miss Abbie I. Hails was the first 
librarian, and served for aearly two 
years, until, in 1873, she resigned on 
account of ill health. Miss Hails was 
succeeded by Miss Cora I. Young, 
who served until 1875; she was suc- 
ceeded by Miss Mary I. Brooks, who 
served as librarian for one year. 
Miss Brooks WAS SUCCEEDED in 
1876 by Miss A. L. Bumpus, who had 
been connected with the Library 
from it beginning. Miss A. G. White, 
the present ASSISTANT LIBRARIAN, 
has been connected with the library 
since 1877.” 

The above is in a lengthy report 
which is signed thus: “By order of the 
Trustees, Charles F. Adams, Chair- 
man.” 

It would seem from the above that 
from 1876 up to the time of her resig- 
nation AS LIBRARIAN, Miss Amelia 
L. Bumpus was the actual librarian, 
acknowledged as such by the Trustees 
and the townspeople generally. Miss 
Alice G. White became assistant 
librarian in 1877, and remained as 
such until the resignation of Miss 
Bumpus, 

This being the case the inscription 
on the portrait of Miss Bumpus, re- 
cently placed in the Library, is wrong 
where it reads “Assistant Librarian,” 
and should be rectified at once, not 
only to do justice to a faithful ser- 
vant of the public for many years, but 
for accuracy, and the credit of the 
present Board of Trustees.

Study today is more attractive, and 
education is not neglected, as is 
shown by the increase of pupils at 
our High schools. ‘Today is not the 
end of education. Graduates should 
make good use of the Public Library, 
and cultivate a love for reading, 
which brings health and happiness. 
Get into the habit of serious reading. 

The city and State have done much 
for your education, All people have 
contributed in taxes to the schools 
whether they have children or not. 
Why? For the safety of the Republic, 
Wisdom and knowledge, as well as 
virtue are necessary for the progress 
of the nation. Each graduate repre- 
sents an investment of $700, and you 
should recognize the obligation you 
owe to the city, State, and parents 
and be loyal citizens. Thus will you 
repay one hundred fold, and become 
patriots. It could not be better put 
than in your motto—‘Non sibi, sed 
omnibus”—not for himself, but for 
all. 

It was an address of twenty min- 
utes and well received, 

Dr. Hunting in presenting the 
diplomas spoke briefly. He did not 
want the graduates to think they 
know everything. You have been 
taught how to study and where to 
find information, and should continue 
to study. Your reward will be a 
diploma from the world. 

Dr. Hunting was assisted by two 
young ladies of the undergraduates 
in giving out the diplomas. There 
was applause as each name was 
called.
